SECTION  C - SANTTiVRY  CIRCmiSTAFCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


!•  (i).  WATER*  Tho  Tovm's  Supply  is  obtained  fron  vJolls  indifferent  parts  of  the 

district,  and  fron  deop  seated  springs,  tapped  and  delivered  by  cast-iron  naina 
to  tho  town.  13  Samples  of  water  were  takon  during  tho  year  which  were  found  to 
be  satisfactory.  All  supplies  are  constant.  All  houses  have  direct  supplies, 
except  88  which  are  supplied  from  standpipes. 

ITillr.nds  Supply.  This  supply  was  used  during  the  Summer  months,  the  pumping 
being  largely  done  by  the  dissol  plant  * 

Capel  Sul  Supply.  This  yields  a minimum  supply  of  about  30,000  gallons  per  2.^ 
iiours.  The  chlorination  plant  has  continuously  treated  this  supply  as  well  as 
the  Mllands  supply  throughout  tho  year. 

Maesgwenllian  SupiTy.  This  is  fron  deep-eeatod  springs  tapped  in  a disused  Silver 
Mine  adit  level,  giving  a minimum  supply  of  about  25,000  gallons  in  24  hours.  There 
is  storage  for  10,000  gallons.  On  tho  29th  Soptembor,  1943,  a chlcroclock  was 
installed  to  chlorirr.to  this  supply,  and  has  sinco  boon  in  constant  use^ 

flynyddygarreg  Supply.  With  the  aid  of  hydraulic  rams  this  gives  a minimum  flow 
of  8,000  gallons  per  24  hours.  On  the  31st  August,  1943,  a chlcroclock  was 
installed  to  chlorinate  this  supply,  and  has  sinco  boon  in  constant  usp.  Tho 
throo  chlorination  plants  aro  in  constant  uso  and  chlorinr.tion  tests  of  tho  water 
are  taken  weekly,
